From the Euphrates to the Persian 
Gulf, U.S. and allied troops held their 
fire along a smoldering battlefront 
Thursday, weary, muddy but victori- 
ous in a lightning war that freed 
Kuwait and humbled Iraq. 

Statesmen began what President 
Bush called “the difficult task” of se- 
curing the peace, and Iraq has report- 
edly agreed to accept all 12 U.N. reso- 
lutions. 

American paratrooper David 
Hochins had a warm vision of peace: 
“My girlfriend, good friends and good 
times.” 

Kuwaitis told reporters of murder, 
torture, rape and kidnapping at the 
hands of Iraqi troops who sacked 
their tiny nation in seven months of 
occupation. 

“What I could tell you about the 
Iraqis,” said optician Nizar A. Nac- 
cash. “I hate them from the inside of

Kuwaitis said thousands of their 
countrymen, mostly. young men, 
were taken off'to Iraq as hostages in 
the final days.

The return of Kuwaiti detainees 
was one demand set out by President 
Bush in declaring the cease-fire for 
midnight EST Wednesday. 

The United States warned Thurs- 
day it might resume the offensive 
against the Iraqi military if Baghdad 
does not meet all the conditions, 
which also include the “immediate” 
release of U.S. and allied prisoners of 
war. 

“There’s still great concern about 
the next several days,” White House 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said.

The Utah Legislature ended its 45- 
day session Wednesday with a $3.5 
billion budget. 

The 1991-92 budget fell $21 million 
below what Governor Norm 
Bangerter requested, but still in- 
cludes funding for federal aid, high- 
way revenues, capital developments, 
school funding and other special 
funds. 

Democrats were discouraged when 
their attempt to take $1.5 million 
from a West Valley highway con- 
struction appropriation failed. 
Democrats wanted to use the money 
for the medically needy and for addi- 
tional highway patrol officers. 

Representative Kelly Atkinson, D- 
West Jordan, said,“This ... is the 


death penalty for many of Utah’s 
poor, needy and elderly.” Atkinson 
said he knew of one lady in particular 
who testified in front of a Legislative 
Committee and said, “These budget 
cuts will cut off my oxygen system 
and are literally a life and death mat- 
ter to me.” 

One resident, Amanda Stewart, 
whose grandmother relies on govern- 
ment aid, said,“Unfortunately, what 
the government gives medical recipi- 
ents is so minimal, that any decrease 
in their aid probably wouldn’t make a 
difference.” 

Stewart said budget cuts had to oc- 
cur somewhere, and she is sure the 
Legislature reviewed medical cuts 
carefully. Legislators passed an $85 
million supplemental spending bill 
that could be used to cover unantici- 
pated future costs.

Many have said the Persian Gulf War was 
fought for economic reasons, and now that a 
cease fire has been declared, people may be 
wondering what the effect has been on the 
local economy. 

“It’s had a very significant impact on the 
Utah economy,” said Thayne Robson, direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research at the University of Utah’s Gradu- 
ate School of Business. 

“The immediate and temporary effect has 
been to increase spending on military,” in- 
stead of on consumer items, Robson said. 

Several Utah firms were sub-contracted to 


build Patriot missiles during the war, Robson 
said. The question at hand is whether the 
weapons used during the war will be replaced, 
or if the government will continue its reduction 
of weapons. Robson said he thought the goy- 
ernment would replace part but not all of the 
weapons depleted in the war. 

If the weapons are replaced, Robson pre- 
dicted, “Total defense spending in Utah will be 
higher than it was before the war.” 

“TI think one of the most significant aspects to 
keep in mind is that Utah’s economy is moder- 
ately dependent on the federal government,” 
said Randy Rogers, research director for the 
Utah Department of Community and Economi- 
cal Development. Utah is one of a handful of 
states that depends quite a bit on military con- 


tracts for a large section of its economy, he said. 

Utah has approximately 22,000 members of 
the military, Robson said. If these men and 
women work overtime for the government for 


such things as repairing damaged vehicles and ~ 


machinery, it will have a “positive impact” on 
Utah’s economy. 

Tooele Army Depot has a maintenance and 
repair facility that would most likely be used in 
repairing the machinery damaged by desert 
warfare, Robson said. 

Utah reached its military production peak 
around 1986, Rogers said. Since that time mili- 
tary contracts have been on a downward slide. 

With the changes in Eastern Europe, some 
people were concerned that the reduction of mil- 
itary contracts would be too drastic for Utah to 


absorb. The war in the gulf has increased both 
the present and future demand for military 
weaponry, such as Patriot and cruise missiles, 
Rogers said. 

America is no longer afraid to use military 
force, he said. Although military budgets will 
continue to decline, the decline will not be as 
drastic as had been anticipated, and Utah can 
easily absorb this slower decline, Rogers said. 

Although several small towns were hurt 
when large numbers of reservists were called to 
the gulf, Rogers said the overall state economy 
had not been affected during the course of the 
war. 

Although war is a terrible ordeal, Rogers 
said as far as military contracts were con- 
cerned, he would have to say Utah is better off 


Kuwaitis celebrate their 
liberation; remember 
terror, torture, murder

KUWAIT CITY — Rocketing be- 


tween frenzied joy and_ hatred, 
Kuwaitis celebrated — liberation 
Thursday while taking stock of the 
terror Iraqis unleashed before flee- 
ing under allied assault. 

“We paid our blood to be free,” 
Habib al-Gharaab, a technical ad- 
viser to Kuwait’s criminal investiga- 
tion department, said in describing 
seven months of occupation. 

He said 5,000 people had disap- 
peared since Feb. 21, when Saddam 
Hussein’s forces began leaving 
Kuwait. Many were killed to pre- 
vent them from testifying to torture 
they suffered, he said. 

“They killed just to kill,” al- 
Gharaab said. “They killed the 
women, they killed the kids. They 
have no heart. They have no con- 
science.” 

Others gave firsthand accounts of 
executions, torture, rape and loot- 
ing, but no one had reliable esti- 
mates of the extent of Iraqi depreda- 
tions. Kuwait seemed like the 
setting for a nightmare, with no 
power or water. Every shop was 
chained shut. At midday, the sky 
was black as midnight, thunder- 
clouds blending with the greasy pall 
from hundreds of burning oil wells. 

Al-Gharaab drove his burgundy 
stretch Mercedes-Benz through 
devastated streets free for the first 
time since Aug. 2 of roadblocks 
manned by soidiers with the power 
of life and death. The Corniche, once 
a fashionable rest spot in the Persian 


Gulf, runs along beaches trimmed 
with concertina wire, concrete 
bunkers, blown-out gun positions 
and anti-aircraft batteries left in the 
open. Towering luxury hotels were 
blackened from fires. The emir’s 
palace and government buildings 
were in shambles. Inert power lines 
snaked along the roads. Areas were 
sealed off for fear of booby traps and 
mines. Sporadic gunfire rattled in 
the streets as enthusiastic Kuwaiti 
volunteers hunted for 
diehards. At a suburban house, a 
few Palestinians and Kurds were 
marched into a small room for ques- 
tioning. 

More often, the gunfire was in ju- 
bilation, random shooting in the air 
by victorious Kuwaiti and Saudi 
troopers who cruised the streets in 
armored personnel carriers. Inter- 
sections were choked with Kuwaitis 
screaming their happiness. Women 
leaned from cars to clasp a hand or 
kiss anyone vaguely resembling an 
American or Briton. 

One man led a donkey through the 
streets to cheers and peals of laugh- 
ter. On its sides, he had written 
“Saddam” in Arabic and English. 
U.S. and British troops remained 
discreetly in the background after 
their dramatic thrust to the out- 
skirts of Kuwait City, but everyone 
knew their role. 

“We thank everybody who gave 
us help, from our heart,” said Nizar 
A. Naccash, a Lebanese who has 
been an optician in Kuwait City for 
39 years. He tried to find more 
words and burst into tears.

Gulf War leaves Iraq in economic crisis 


EDITOR’S NOTE — Parts of this report were subject to Iraqi military 
censorship. 

BAGHDAD, Iraq — The Gulf-War has left Iraq a deeply wounded nation, 
mourning its dead and facing years of reconstruction and economic austerity. 

The full scope of the devastation caused by the five weeks of air bombard- 
ment and four pulverizing days of war on the ground is still unknown. 

In addition to the physical destruction, allied war claims indicate thousands 
of Iraqi soldiers may have died. Government and medical officials in Baghdad 
said even before the allied ground offensive began that as many as 20,000 Iraqi 
civilians had been killed in air raids that began Jan. 17. 

This was Iraq’s second war in a decade. There have been no official figures 
for the number of fatalities in the 1980-88 war against Iran. But the most 
conservative count by diplomatic sources in Baghdad put it at 100,000. 

Once more, the somber black banners of mourning are rising on the walls of 
Baghdad’s homes, honoring those who fell in the latest gulf conflict. 

And life for the survivors among Iraq’s 17 million people will be hard in the 
months ahead. 

Oil refineries, power plants, petrochemical complexes and industrial sites 
were destroyed along with militarily strategic targets. Residential areas were 
also hit by allied bombs and missiles. 

The attacks destroyed dozens of key bridges and cratered major highways. 


FDIC seeks authority to borrow $30 billion 


WASHINGTON — The chairman of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
on Thursday asked authority for his agency to borrow $30 billion to bolster the 
dwindling fund protecting bank deposits. 

Banks’ insurance rates would be raised to repay the money, but legislators 
questioned whether the industry would deteriorate further, leaving taxpayers 
with the bill. 

The five-member FDIC board voted unanimously Thursday to propose a 
short-term plan to borrow $10 billion. It would not require congressional 
approval and would stay within the agency’s legal debt limits designed to 
ensure that it has the resources to repay the loan. 

Effective July 1, banks’ insurance premiums, now 19.5 cents per $100 of 
deposits, would be raised to 23 cents. 

As a backstop should the $10 billion prove inadequate, FDIC Chairman L. 
William Seidman is asking the Bush administration and Congress for authority 

_ to borrow up to an additional $20 billion from taxpayers. 


Utah colleges may restrict enrollment 


SALT LAKE CITY — A $2.8 million funding increase for higher education 
probably isn’t enough to prevent enrollment restrictions next fall, the state 
commissioner of higher education said. 

“It essentially funds students who we’ve already got enrolled without 
funding what we’ve projected for new growth,” said Wm. Rolfe Kerr. 

“The situation is not as extreme as it appeared even 24 hours ago, but it still 
falls short by about 2,000 students.” 

Higher education had lobbied for $13 million in state tax funds to pay for 
6,551 new full-time students. 

However, higher education received $10.1 million, which pays for 4,623 
full-time students. 

The main problem is that 4,500 of those students are already on campuses. 

Last fall, more students crowded into the state’s nine colleges and universi- 
ties than had been projected. Because of this, enrollment was left short of 
funds this year. 


Higher education did receive $3.1 million in a one-time supplemental , 


appropriation to partially cover the costs of this year’s unexpected students. 


Soviets asked to pressure Sandinistas 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration asked the Soviet Union Fri- 
day to dissuade the Sandinista-dominated military in Nicaragua from sending 
weaponry to leftist groups elsewhere in Central America. 

“We believe that the Soviets, as long-time suppliers of the Sandinista 
military, have an obligation to take all appropriate measures to end Sandinista 
military support to regional insurgent and terrorist groups,” the State De- 
partment said. 

Although the leftist Sandinista government was defeated in elections a year 
ago, President Violeta Chamorro permitted the Sandinistas to retain control 
over the military as part of her national reconciliation program. 

Assistant Secretary of State Bernard Aronson and his chief deputy for 
Central America, Joseph Sullivan, flew to Madrid Wednesday for talks with 
‘Soviet officials* about the alleged Sandinista activities: The latest incident 
occurred last Friday when a truck carrying Sandinista Army weaponry from 
Nicaragua to Honduras was intercepted by Honduran authorities. a

parades as thousands of Americans prepared the biggest party in decades to 
welcome back victorious U.S. troops. 

“We're going to have the biggest party you’ve ever seen,” said Dianne 
Maley of Operation Orange Ribbon in Cincinnati. 

“I think what we did to the Vietnam veterans was a shame to America,” said 
City Commissioner Abner Orick, who hopes to stage the largest parade ever in 
Dayton, Ohio. “I don’t want anything like that to ever happen again.” 

Vietnam veteran Kris Tourtellotte, through his “Operation Welcome 
Home,” hopes to decorate the airport, bus station, train station and the homes 
of soldiers from Rochester, N.Y. “No matter where they look, they’re going to 
see welcome home,” he said. 

In Dallas, a weekend gathering initially planned as a military support rally 
did a quick about face. “(It) will now have a slant as a victory party,” said Jan 
Sargent, executive director of the Dallas Rotary Club.

WASHINGTON — One day after 
halting the war, President Bush an- 
nounced Thursday that Iraq had 
promptly agreed to talks on a perma- 
nent cease-fire and the return of pris- 
oners of war. “We are going to get 
back our POWs and we're going to do 
it fast,” Bush declared. 

The administration said Secretary 
of State James A. Baker III will fly to 
the Middle East next week to begin 
charting the postwar future of the 
Persian Gulf.

Baker also will go to the Soviet

As long as Saddam Hussein re- 
mains in power in Iraq, the adminis- 
tration will urge the U.N. Security 
Council to maintain a ban on all 
weapon shipments to that nation, offi- 
cials said.

VIENNA, Austria — Four nurses’ 
aides accused of killing at least 42 
Hélpless, elderly patients with over- 
doses of medicine or water torture 
went on trial Thursday in Austria’s 
largest murder case since World War 
II. 

Chief defendant Waltraud Wagner, 
charged with 82 murders and two 
more attempted killings, stared at the 
floor as state prosecutor Ernst Kloy- 
ber read an 88-page indictment to a 
packed courtroom. 

Wagner became “mistress over life 
and death” as she and her alleged ac- 
complices killed patients they found 
tiresome, Kloyber charged. 

Irene Leidolf, 29, charged with 
four murders, wept as she answered 
routine questions. Stefanija Mayer, a 
51-year-old native of Yugoslavia ac- 
cused of 12 murders, choked with 
tears as she pleaded guilty to helping 
Wagner in some murders Wagner de- 
nies. Maria Gruber, 29, charged with 
two murders, was calmer. 

Both Wagner and Leidolf pleaded 
guilty in some deaths, but said they 
were mercy killings. Gruber pleaded 
not guilty. 

The women, who allegedly cooper- 
ated in some of the killings, caused 
many more than 42 deaths, Kloyber 
suggested.

Although BYU officials have 
judged campus recycling efforts to be 
successful, a slow market for recy- 
clable materials may delay future 
growth in the program. 

“The market is really soft right 
now,” said BYU Administrative Vice 
President Dee Andersen. 

“We've invested many more thou- 
sands of dollars into collecting and 
bailing of materials than we’re get- 
ting back from selling them.” 

Andersen said the on-campus re- 
ceptacles for aluminum cans and 
newspapers are only a small portion 
of a campuswide recycling program. 

He said the majority of recycled 
materials collected at BYU are not 
cans and newspapers used by the stu- 
dents but materials used by the uni- 
versity itself.

materials, Andersen said.
